The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel the withdrawn claims 41, 50-51, 60-64, 73-81, 90, 91. 

The non-elected subject matter has been cancelled. The election was made without 
traverse. See response dated 9/14/05. Besides the claims are not drawn to the same scope as the 
allowed claims. 

The rejection under 35 USC 103 has been withdrawn as applicants have amended the 
claims to delete the halogen substituents thus the prior art an d the claims of the instant 
invention have atleast 2 differences and the examiner could not find the motivation in the art to 
modify these two differences to obtain the instant compounds. 

The rejection under 35 USC 1 12 has also been withdrawn as applicants have amended the 
claims to delete the non-enabled cycloalkyl and hetero cycle group. 



The claims 1-8, 32, 92 and 93 are found to be allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
